months after the plan becomes ef- 
fective, unless extended by mutual 


agreement.”’ 


General debate will follow the 
completion of his presentation of 
the case. 

Yesterday David B. Robertson. 
head of the labor delegation, pre- 
sented the program of the brother- 
hoods and unions, aimed at reliev- 
ing unemployment and assuring em- 
ployment to an “average force” for 
one year. 

Only two spokesmen were per- 
mitted to disclose what was said in 
the conference room. They are 
Willard and Robertson. 

The presidents, who were out- 
numbered 20 to 1 yesterday, swelled 
their numbers today with a. few 
secretaries and three advisory ex- 
perts on labor matters.

A bomb was exploded early to- 
day in’ the front of a two-story 
building at 2117-19 Olive street, oc- 
cupied by thé Hurck Indian Motor 
Cycle Co., Hurck Motor Cycle De- 
livery Service and Hurck Motor & 
Cycle Co., causing damage esti- 
mated at $500. 

John D. Hurck Jr., 5950A Ham- 
ilton terrace, wht operates. the 
three companies with his father, 
attributed the bombing to jealous 
competition of the delivery service, 

which has been in operation about 
a year and a half. 

The explosion occurred at 3:45 a. 
m. and was heard as far west as 
Forest Park and in other sections 
of the city. The bomb, made of a 
section of two-inch gas pipe filled 
with powder . and capped; appar- 
ently hag been placed in the east 
entrance door on Olive street. 

Plate-glass windows and doors in 
the front of the building were 
wrecked, a hole torn in the floor 
and debris blown backward 30 feet 
into the building. 

Four pieces of the bomb were 
found,.three in the building and 
one imbedded in an inner wall at 
the home of Thomas Schiueter, 
2112A Olive street, where it had 
been hurtled through a window 
Schlueter and his wife, siceping in 
an adjoining room, were awakened 
by the explosion and the crash of 
the missile. 

The bomb apparently was placed 
during a 20-minute interval after 
Patrolman Ray Mangelsdorf of .Cen- 
tra] District had passed the bulld- 
ing on his.way to a patrol box on 
Locust street. Mangelsdorf was 
standing at Twentieth and Olive 
streets when the blast occurred, but 
reported seeing no one leave the 
scene.

Two Schools: Savers and Spenders 


:

HE air is full of angry recriminations 
between those who would cure oir trou- 
bles by spending and those who would 
cure them by saving. On the one side there 
are people insisting that the great_-thing 
to do is to reduce governmental expendi- 
tures; on the other side, those who wish to 
borrow huge sums and, through a great 
building program, put money into circula- 
tion as rapidly as possible.

They 
are agreed, too, I think, that the contrac- 
tion of credit is due to the fact that the 
best borrowers are afraid to borrow. seeing 
no profitable use for money, and that the 
bankers will not and dare not Jend except 
to the safest borrowers. 

It would not be denied, I think, that the 
unwillingness of the bankers to lend where 
there is risk is the result of the nervousness 
of their depositors. For it is the depositors 
who are the real lenders of money, and 
they, frightened by bank failures, compel 
the bankers to keep their money in a form 
in which it can be paid back to them quick- 
ly. This means that bankers have been 
selling bonds and calling loans so as to have 
their depositors’ money available when it 
is asked for. : 

it is obvious, therefore, that the deflation 
which is now resulting from the contrac- 
tion of credit can be cured only by reviving 
the confidence of the depositors in their 
banks. There is only one way to revive that 
confidence, and that is by convincing the 
depositors that their money is safe in the 

ks. Things have gone beyond the powers * 
of the banks therfiiselves. The sound banks 
have come to the rescue of many banks 
that were not so sound. But they have not 
been able. that is to say, they have not 
dared to tie up their depositors’ money, in 
saving hundreds of small and a few large 
incompetently managed or excessively un- 
lugky banks. The failure of these banks has 
made depositors in general nervous. It is 
to meet this situation that the President has 
persuaded Congress to create the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation. 


It will borrow money from the people and 
lend it to banks which would otherwise 
have to sell good assets. ‘The depositors, 
knowing that these banks can now row 
on good assets, are expected to fecl a new 
confidence in leaving their money with their 
banks. The bankers themselves, relieved of 
the danger of runs by their depositors and 
abie to borrow on their good collateral. 
should then feel more willing to lend money 
to business. Thus it is hoped that the ex- 
cessive deflation can be corrected, and some 
new business promoted. 

On this much there is, as the overwhelm- 
ing vote in Congress shows, a general agree- 
ment. Senator La Feliette, Senator Wag- 
ner, ex-Gov. Smith and many others wish 
to take another step. They wish to borrow 
another huge sum and have the Govern- 
me, "Erbe state, municipal—spend it. 
The eve that since, at the present time, 
good private borrowers see no profitable 
use for borrowed money, the governmental 
agencies should borrow lavishly and spend 
the money on non-profit-making enterprises. 

They are optimistic enough to think that 
the Government can borrow $5,500,000,000 


‘ 
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, at 4% percent. The skeptics point out that 
i there is only one issue of Goverment bonds 
now selling at par, and that if. to the $2.- 
000,000,000 which the Government must 
borrow to meet its deficit. and to the $2.- 
000,000,006 which it must borrow for the 
Finance Corporation. there are added $5.,- 
500,600,006, the interest rate will have to 
be so high that it will knock down the prices 
of all existing Government bonds. For the 
whole program would call for sale of new 
bonds to the tune of about $19.906,000.000. 

The effect of knocking down the prices 
of existing bonds would be to diminish the 
value of one of the most important assets 
the banks now hold. Thus; from a financial 
point of view, it is hard to see how the La 
Follette proposal could fail to injure, if not 


to defeat. the attempt to relieve credit 

through the HKeconstruction Finance Cor- 

poration. .

There is, however, a still more funda- 
mental fallacy in the La Follette proposal. 
It is a scheme for borrowing large sums 
of money to be spent on non-revenue-pro- 
ducing enterprises. The money is to be 
spent on roads, grade crossings, public 
bulidings, bridges, parks and playgrounds, 
rivers and harbors. Let us assume that all 
of the improvements would be desirable. 
The main fact is/that the money spent on 
them would not really be put into circula- 
tion, as would money put into revenve-pro- 
ducing enterprises. The money would not 
keep turning over. It would be absorbed 
and spent and consumed. We should have 
left some nice improvements to be paid for 
out of taxes, but. so far as the economic 
system of the country is concerned, it would 
have received, not nourishment, but a shot 
of dope. . a 

From the point of view of those who wish 
to cure the depression, there is very little 
difference, it seems to me, between spend- 
ing large sums on economically dead enter- 
prises and simply handing out $10 bills at 
the Treasury. If the Government took Sen- 
ator La Follette’s $5,500,000.000 and dis- 
tributed it to the public, the effect for a 
time would be ali that Senator La Follette 
promises. The Government would impreve 
—temporarily—the purchasing power of the 
people. But the effect would be as tempo- 
rary as was the effect of the money handed 
to the veterans a year ago. When the 
money was spent and the goods consumed. 
we should be just ag depressed as we were 
before. And we should be mere heavily in 
debt. 

Senator La Follette’s theory would be 
workable, it seems to me, if he could find 
revenue-producing enterprises for the Gov- 
ernment to undertake: I do not believe he 
can find enough enterprises of that sort to 
justify the enormous financial risks of the 
borrowing he proposes. But if he could, it

“In view of thése facts, there is 
no justification for Congress eén- 
tering the realm of speculation and 
fixing an alcoholic content -which, 
if sufficiently low not to produce 
intoxication, will not satisfy those 
who demand an intoxicating bev- 
erage, or, if sufficiently high ~to 
produce intoxication, contravenes 
the amendment itself.” 

Dunferd said repeal bills, “‘which 
represent the real program of the 
opponents of the eighteenth amend- 
ment,” were unconstitutional. 

He attacked the Beck-Linthicum 
prehibition amendment introduced 
in the House yesterday. The amend- 
nient in &ffect would return liquor 
control to the stafes, with the Gov- 
éerument supervising interstate reg- 
ulation. 

“This would permit the legaliza- 
tion of liquor,” Dunford said. “‘it 
would destroy the uniformity of 
legislation. It has no guarantee 
against return of the saloon, and no 
guarantee the Federal Government 
will co-operate in enforcement in 
states that are dry. 

“It is a policy of séctionalism, 
such as is not provided for in any 
other law under the Constittition.”

Japan’ s Reply to U. S. Note 
_ Invoking Nine-Power Treaty 


TOKIO, Jan. 16. 
OLLOWING is the tezt of 
the reply of Japan to the 

note of the United States in 
voking the Nine-Power Treaty 
in the Manchurian conflict. 


I have the honor to ac- 
knowledge receipt of Your “Ex- 
cellency’s note of Jan. 8, which 
has had the most careful atten¢ 
tion of this Government. 

The Government of Japan is 
well aware that the Govern- 
ment of the United States could 
always be relied upon to do ev- 
erything in their power to sup- 
port Japan’s efforts to secure 
full.and complete fulfillment in 
every detail of the treaties of 
Washington and the Kellogg 
treaty for the outlawry of war. 

They are glad to receive this 
additional assurance ¢« f the fact. 

As regards the question which 
Your Excellency specifically 
mentions of the policy of the 
so-called open-door, the Japan- 
ese Government, as has so often 
been stated, regard that policy 
as a cordial feature of the poli- 
tics of the Far East and only 
regret that its-effectiveness is 


so seriously diminished by the / 


unsettled conditions which pre- 
vail throughout China. 

In so far as they can secure 
it, th: policy of the open-door 
will always be maintained in 
Manchuria as in China proper. 

They take note of the state- 
ment by the United States Gov- 
ernment that the latter cannot 
admit the legality of matters 
which might impair the treaty 
rights of the United States or 
its citizens, or which might be 
brought about by means con- 
trary to the treaty of Aug. 27, 
1928, 

No Improper Means Planned. 

‘It might be the subject of an 
academic doubt, whether in a 
given case the impropriety of 
the means necessarily and_  al- 
ways voids the ends. secured, 
but as Japan has no intention 
of adopting improper means 
that question does not practical- 


ly arise. 
It may be adled~ that the 
treaties which r:’ate to China 


must necessarily te applied with 
due regard,to the state of af- 
fairs from time to time prevail- 
ing in that covutry and that the 
present distraz!«d and unsettled 


high contracting parties at the 
time of the treaty of Washing- 
ton, 

It was certa'niy not satisfac- 
tory then; but it did not dis. 
play that disinioa and those 
antagonisms which it does to- 
day. This cannot affect the 
binding character or the stipu- 
lations of the treaties; but it 
may in material respects modi- 
fy their application, since they 
must necessarily be applied with 
reference to the state of facts 
as they exist. 


My Government desires fur- 
ther to point out that any re- 
placement which has: occurred 
in the personnel of the admin- 
istration of Manchuria has been 
the necessary act of thé*local 
population. Even in cases of 
hostile occupation—which this 
was not—it is customary for the 
local officials to remain in ex-, 
ercise of their functions. 

Light of Officials. 

In the present case they, for 
the most part, fled or resigned. 
It was their own behavior which 
was calculated to destroy the 
working of the apparatus of 
government. The Japanese 
Government cannot 
the Chinese people, unlike all 
others, are destitute of the 
power of self-determination and ;

While it need not be repeated 
that Japan entertains in Man- 
churia no territorial aims or 
ambitions, yet, as your excellen- 
cy knows, the welfare and safe- 
ty of Manchuria and its accessi- 
bility for general trade are mat- 
ters of deepest interest and 
quite extraordinary importance 
to the Japanese people. 

That the United States Gov- 
ernment is always alive to the 
exigencies of Far Eastern ques- 
tions has already been made 
evident On more than one occa- 
sion. At the present juncture, 
when the very existence of our 
nations! policy is involved, it 1s 
agreeable to be assured that the 
American Government is devot- 
ing, in a friendly spirit, its sed- 
ulous care to a correct appre- 
ciation of the situation.

Most Strongly Urged Is Arthur 
P: Age, Chief Justice of 
Massachusetts.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16. — The 


Supreme Court vacancy created by 


the resignation of Associate Justice 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, has devel- 


oped a list of 20 men prominently 
backed for the post—leading 
Judges and lawyers from every 
part of the United States. 

Arthur P. Rugg, Chief Justice of 
the Massachusetts Supreme Court, 
most strongly urged as possessing 
most nearly the qualifications of 
Holmes. He, however, is nearing 
70. 

Some of the others are Newton 
D. Baker, former Secretary of 
War; John W. Davis of New York, 
and James R. Garfield, who was 
Secretary of the Interior under 
President Roosevelt. Senators and 
members of the House on the list 
include Senator Thomas J. Walsh 
of ‘Montana and George of Geor- 
gia; Representatives James  M. 
Beck of Pennsylvania; C. W. Mam- 
seyer of Iowa and Earl C. Michener 
of Michigan. 

Still others mentioned: Benja- 
min N. Cardozo, Chief Justice of 
the New York Court of Appeals; 
Orie L. Phillips of Albuquerque, 
N. M. Judge of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals; Frank 
E. Atwood of Jefferson City, Mo, 
Justice of the Missouri Supreme 
Court; Walter C. Lindley of Dan- 


ville, Ill., United States District 
Judge: William P. James of “#s 
Angeles, United States District 


Judge; Walter P. Stacy of Dal- 
eigh, N. C., Chief Justice of the 
North Carolina Supreme Court; 
Samuel H. Sibley of Marietta, Ga., 
Judge of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals; Archibald K. 
Gardner of Huron, S. D., Judge
